Creates Operation Enduring Freedom license plates & revises law on historic motor vehicle 
license plates 


Allows college students called into military service to qualify for tuition refunds & incomplete 
grades 


Authorizes medals for Korean War veterans 


Allows registration with Selective Service for male applicants for driver's licenses between the 
ages of eighteen and twenty-six 


Allows surviving spouses of persons who owned or would have been eligible to own special
